Minor Informalities 
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Claims 1-86 are allowable because the prior art, particularly Ginter et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,389,402), Kopdosky et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,219,628) and 
Testa et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,205,407) fail to teach or suggest a 
computer-assisted method (or a computing system or a computer program 
medium) of generating at least one test procedure for a target system having at 
least one device capable of being identified, each of the at least one device 
having hardware and/or software, method (system or computer program 
medium) comprising the steps of: 

for each of at least one platform category, determining which of 
one or more test procedures will be used to test hardware and/or 
software associated with at least one platform category based on a 
mapping between the test procedures and the at least one predefined 
standard, regulation and/or requirement; and 
generating one or more test procedures as determined in step before 
for each platform category.
